It  ‘ Is  the  immediate  jewel  of  tho 
soul.”  But  from  a considerable  ex- 
perience tn  connection  with  institu- 
tions of  learning  of  various  natures 
1 am  impressed  that  no  school  or 
college  ear.  guarantee  the  morals  of 
its  pupils.  If  parents  would  give 
me  their  ear  on  this  subject,  I should 
tell  them  that,  in  my  judgment,  the 
best  security  for  a boy’s  morals  is 
the  training  he  gets,  or  shouhl  get, 
before  leaving  the  parental  roof  for 
college  life.  College  discipline  cun 
help  to  preserve  the  good  results  ol 
wholesome  home  training,  but  it 
can  do  little  towards  reforming  a 
boy  whose  bent  is  wrong  before  the 
college  gets  its  hands  on  him.  Ail 
teachers  know  thi9  to  be  so,  how 
ever  little  others  may  have  thought 
of  it.  Let  the  father  Ik-  sure  that  he 
does  not  reijuire  at  the  hands  of  the 
teacher,  or  of  the  college,  wbat  he, 
and  he  only,  can  do  for  his  boy. 

But  to  tne  morais  ot  the  Univer- 
sity.

raoasuro,  the  question 
almost  unani- 
mous vole  In  the  affirmative,  and 
the  subject  of  Christian  evidences 
has  been  taught,  1 sujqvose,  to  every 
student  that  has  ever  beeu  gradua 
ted  from  the  institution.  In  achapol 
lecture  by  the  chancellor  during  the 
iast  session,  the  fact  here  stated 
was  referred  to,  and  the  students 
were  reminded  that  they  were  under 
Christian  discipline,  and  would  be 
expected  to  deport  themselves  as 
Christian  gentlemen. 

2.  The  faculty  of  the  University  Is 
composed  without  exception  of 
Christian  men.  There  is  not  one  of 
their  number  who  does  not  take  his 
turn  in  conducting  the  morning  ser- 
vices, reading  the  scriptures  and 
offering  public  prayer.  Besides 
this,  most  of  them  have  classes  in 
the  Oxford  Sunday  Schools,  com- 
posed of  University  students,  and 
from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath  Instruct 
their  pupils  from  tho  word  of  God. 
Their  daily  tntiuence,  also*  as  they 
come  in  contact  with  tho  students 
in  various  relations,  is  wholly  on  the 
side  of  morals  and  religion. 

3.  The  daily  exercises,  as  already 
intimated,  are  opened  with  relig- 
ious services,  in  which  the  singing 
is  conducted  by  the  students,  and  a 
reverent  demeanor  observed  by 
those  present.  I believe  that  the 
^iftjjjnn  i/jvan  t to  these  services, 
progress,  will  compare  favorably 
with  that  of  any  other  body  of  stu- 
dents iD  the  country. 

4.  Lectures  are  frequently  given 
by  the  chancellor  from  the  chapel 
rostrum,  on  moral  and  religious 
subjects,  such  as  church  attend- 
ance, Sabbath  observance,  etc.  The 
good  effect  of  these  lectures  is  clear- 
ly seen,  and  has  been  a source  of 
gratification  not  only  to  the  faculty, 
but  to  the  citizens  of  Oxford. 

5.  The  University  contains  within 
its  student  body,  one  of  the  most 
active  and  vigorous  Young  Men’s 
Christians  Associations  in  tho  Uni- 
ted States.  This  Association  is 
composed  of  Christian  young  men 
of  the  various  religious  denomina- 
tions, and  exerts  a most  wholesome 
influence  upon  those  ol  the  students 


call  with  »ofteuO(]  and  tender  mem- 
ory—almost  with  a smile  that  be 
could  have  once  been  thus— the 
time  when  on  some  far-off  nursery 
floor  the  bribe  of  a stiek  of  candy, 
ur  a cooky,  was  needed  to  make  his 
baby  form  stagger  to  that  mother’s 
side.

reward  or  fear  of  pain  as  the  con- 
tinually abiding  and  sole  motive  of 
the  Christian  life  all  through, is  to  ig 
nore  nine-tenths  of  the  exhortations 
of  the  New  Testament— is  utterly 
to  misrepresent  and  pervert  the 
teaching  of  our  leird — is  to  deny 
the  truth  of  countless  Christian 
lives  which  we  have  read  of  or  have 
seen. 

Then1  is  another  point,  which  is 
perhaps  of  still  more  practical  Im- 
portance to  ourselves,  for  it  not 
only  scents  to  justify  some  of  the 
accusations  against  our  faith  as 
being  selfish,  but  it  does  tend  iu 
many  of  us,  perhaps,  really  to  give 
our  religious  thoughts  and  aspira- 
tions a selfish  tinge.
